At a meeting of Fort Bedford 
hapter, No. 4, Sons of the American 
Revolution, held in the Grand Jury 
Room, 2 o'clock, Memorial Day, a 
project was opened to publicity by 
which the old Washington headquar- 
ters, opposite' the' new 
Bedford 
Garage, will be taken over by the 
order and kept in a state of preser- 
vation and made as antique as pos- 
sible to resemble the old style at the 
time Washington 
was quartered 
there. 
It is contemplated to restore the 
building to its original appearance, 
make the first floor fireproof, to be 
used as a museum and antique shop 
of war and old time relics which the 
people may collect and contribute, and 
provide block show cases for the same. 
The old historical paper and manu- 
scripts are to be placed in these dust- 
less and secure cases, also. 
The second floor, front room is to 
be fitted up for the use of the Chap- 
ter and the second floor, back room, 
is to be furnished with arm chairs, j 
bed and furniture said to be used by 
Washington while he had quarters 
here. The remaining rooms are to 
be used by the janitor of the build- 
ing.This is a philanthropic endeavor

for himself and family and^food sup- 
plies for 60 days are small details 
only against even steerage accommo- 
dations for a pair of every living 
thing and food for same.

ber for two elephants, two lions, two 
tigers, and so forth. 
Chambers for 


dogs and cats, for sheep and wolves, 
for bees, flies and fleas, for rats, mice 
and lice, for snakes, snails and moles, 
for kangaroos, llamas and giraffes, 
for ostriches, owls and doves and 
every other living thing. 
Thousands 


of chambers or cages and then the 
hundred of different monkey species 
and proper food for all. No wonder 
he planted a vineyard soon as he got 
out and then became the first horrible 
example for a temperance crusade 
started by his daughters. 
Still he 


was a great engineer, for all that and 
talent was like genius entitled to 
relaxation, because, after all, he was 
a self-made man as we read of no 
university or diploma for that time.

godas of India, very largely, probably 
of pre-historic construction, are-the 
most beautifuKarchiectural engineer 
ing efforts known—often grotesque 
and on lines not in consonance with 
the laws of nature, compel our ad- 
miration by the minute of their detail 
and accuracy of copying from nature 
as well as their color combinations 
and lightness and airiness of outline 
causing an appearance of fregality 
which is the opposite from fact. 


Greece likewise offers us little in 
engineering efforts except the temples 
and possibly the Colossus of Rhodes, 
although this was more of a sculp- 
tural masterpiece. However we owe 
the Greek philosophy our knowledge 
of geometry then without the rules of 
Pythagoras we would have no base 
to begin. 
The next epoch in engineering ef- 
forts we find under the Romans. 
With Julius Caesar's conquering wars 
new engineering problems are found 
and conquered. 
Gaul arid far Gauls 
wildernesses required roads for his 
army and he constructs them and 
constructs them so well that yet to- 
day we admire the solidity and their 
imperious nature. 
Rome also intro- 
duces irrigating plants in Spain which 
are used to this day. In architectural 
engineering the Romans leave as ex- 
amples of their craft The Colliseum, 
the acqueducts of Rome and under- 
ground sepulchers and their many 
unique palaces in Rome and villas in 
the hills outside of the city limits. 
The greatest engineering genius of 
those days we again find showing the 
proof of his genius in war. At the 
siege of Syracuse by the Romans, the 
Greek Archimedes through his engi- 
neering skill defended the city singly 
against the armies of Rome for years. 
After this period for over 1500 
years little is known and still less is 
shown of'any engineering skill which 
may have existed in the minds of 
men. In the fact this is the period 
of the supremacy of the rule of the 
Monk. He confined his learning to 
the embellishment of churches and 
his greatest effort to keep the layity 
in darkness both spiritually and eco- 
nomically. 


The French revolution, the Ameri- 
can independence, the separation of 
church and state and the freedom of 
minds of men then ensuing, gives us 
again a period of supreme engineer- 
ing'feats, the equal of which, within 
such short period of time, the earth 
has not seen. 


We have the railroads everywhere 
above ground and when the popula- 
tion is too dense we build them first 
above ground and then again we bur- 
row underground and place them 
there. We climb the mountain side 
on railroads and when too steep we 
burrow through them and like the 
gnomes of ancient fable make our 
trip through the earth and as by the 
Jungfrati of the Alps leave winter on 
one side in Switzerland and in a short 
time issue from the mountain at the 
south in Italy saluted by the bright- 
est rays of the sun under a proverbial 
blue Italian sky. 


We bridge the mighty Mississippi 
at many points, we even throw a 
bridge across the East River at New 
York when the river is really an arm 
of the sea. At Suez, Asia-Africa, we 
divide the continents by a waterway 
and call it a canal. At Kiehl in Hoi- 
stein the North Sea is wedded to the 
Baltic by the Eider Canal. 
The 
Eames Eddies • at the Mississippi's 
m6uth, the observation railroad to 
Pikes Peak, the skyscraper buildings 
of New York, the Eiffel Tower of 
Paris, the artificial Port Karlshafen 
in Germany, the subterranean pas- 
sage under the North River from 
Jersey City to New York and so very 
many other accomplishments and for 
once almost everyone created for the 
purpose of peace, commerce, comfort 
and convenience and not for war. 


Will now give you a few details of 
most noteworthy engineering feats 
and will begin with the Panama Ca- 
nal. 
At Colon, where the mightiest 
task was accomplished by the might- 
iest nation of history, the American 
people set their seal of creation upon 
the face of nature and at one stroke 
of genius proclaimed themselves for 
all the future and to all the coming 
generations as the superior of all 
what is past. The seven world won- 
ders of antiquity,- the heralded ac- 
complishments of the Greeks and 
Roma,n era, are only ornamental pig- 
mies compared to this National ac- 
complishment. 
All hail to the un-

The unknown army of in- 
dustrial heroes, who, without the 
recompense of threat financial gain, 
without the incentive ol reputation 
and renown, the men ot the rank and 
file of every nation, of every clime 
and every known religious conven- 
tion, \give their health and years of 
their life to assist and make possible 
to flights in engineering of these mas- 
ter minds. Now it is done! The im- 
possible has become a possibility! 
The impractical is practical. 
The 


backbone of the greatest mountain 
range on the Western Hemisphere is 
pierced by the genius man. Nature's 
barricade to man's industry and com- 
merce is eliminated. The waters of 
the Atlantic and Pacific mingle peace- 
fully in the Panama Canal and let' us 
hope that the wedding of this sea 
will be the forerunner of the more 
human ties of nations. Let us hope 
thai the elimination of this barrier 
will eliminate all feelings of strange- 
ness and differences with the nations 
beyond the seas so that propinquity 
and an easy access may lead to a bet- 
ter understanding of each other and 
having' carried a spirit of friendship 
and amity which will stop all fric- 
tion, make war unlikely and warlike 
preparations unnecessary. Then we 
will come into full measure of our 
glorious national existence in having 
carried a spirit of individual liberty 
of body and mind to all nations, and 
thejniits of universal peace to Ihe 
war harrassed peoples of the ea-th. 
Then the millcnium will he near ;i,id 
love will be the religion worshiped 
by man. All this thanks lo the Pan- 
ama Canal.

The Influence of Mythology on Litera- 


ture 


Ruth Minemier 
As it is necessary to "study the life 


of the child in order to fully compre- 
hend the man, so we must study an- 
cient mythology in order to compre- 
hend the subsequent history of art 
and literature. 
From the earliest 
ages, the myths of Greece and Rome 
and of the northern lands of Europe 
have exerted a mysterious influence 
over successive generations and dif- 
ferent races of mankind. The litera- 
ture of our own time, as of all cen- 
turies of Christendom, is full of al- 
lusions to gods and goddesses and to 
mythological stories. Homer, in his 
Iliad and Odyssey, is almost as myth- 
ical as the heroes he represents, 
i 
This, too, is the reason that so 
many people, by- no means illiterate, 
say they cannot enjoy Milton; or, in 
a broader sense, say that they do not 
enjoy poetry at all. There have been 
many opinions in regards to these 
myths as to whether they had a foun- 
dation of truth, or were simply 
dreams of the imagination. 
To en- 
lighten the people on this subject, 
philosophers have suggested various 
theories. 
One—The Religious Theory—as- 
serts that all mythological legends 
are derived from the narratives of i 
scripture, though the real facts have 
been disguised and altered. 
Another theory supposes that all 
persons mentioned in mythology were 
once human beings and that the le- 
gends . and fabulous traditions relat- 
ing to them are exaggerations of time. 
As these theories-are true to a cer- 
tain extent, it would seem more cor- 
rect to say that the mythology of 
nation has sprung from these sources 
combined, rather than from any one 
in parieular. 
Let us also notice that each na- 
tion has a distinct mythology sprung 
from the same germ. The Norsemen, 
the Greeks and- Romans all were 
one nation with a common mythol- 
ogy, until they parted, took posses- 
sion of their respective countries and 
began to differ one nation from the 
other'in language, laws and customs. 


Influenced by the peculiar features 


of the country, they soon forgot the 
principal myths of their former na- 
tion, and formed others to suit their 
own environment. 
It seems almost impossible to us 
that our -ancestors, the wild and un- 
cultured Norsemen, whose country 
was swallowed up so many months 
in the year by black tempests, could 
have put their myths musically to- 
gether and preserved them in the rec- 
ords, known as the "Eddas." 
These mythological stories abound 
in poetry .of the purest and most 
touching character and reflect the re- 
ligious, moral, inte llectual and social 
development of our ancestors at their 
earliest period. 


According to the Eddas, in the be- 
ginning there was no heaven above 
or earth beneath, but a bottomless 
deep and a world of mist from which 
flowed a fountain. 
From this foun- 
tain flowed twelve rivers, and when 
they had wandered - far from their 
course, they froze into ice, one layer 
accumulating upon another until the 
great deep was filled up.

C. E. Croft and daughter 


j Myrtle spent Monday afternoon at 


Proposed Rule Will Permit Shooting 


for Two Months in Tliree More 


States. 


Washington, 
D. 
C , June 2.— 


Notices have been issued by the U 
S. Department of Agriculture calling 
attention to a proposed amendment 
in the Federal legulations for the 
protection of migiatoiy, insectivorous 
birds. 
Under the new i ule reed or 


rice buds can be shot in September 
and October in the States of New Jer- 
sey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 


land, the District of Columbia, Vir- 
ginia and South Carolina 
The law 


requires three months' notice of this 
change 
If it is decided to adopt it, 


the rule will be officially promulgated 
at the end of that time and will go 
into effect on September 1, 1914. 


The effect of this change will be to 


extend to sportsmen in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware the privi- 
lege of shooting the birds during a 
period of two months. 
This they 


can now do in Maryland, the District 
of Columbia, Virginia and South Car- 
olina. As the season is so short it is 
not believed that the birds will suffer 
appreciably in numbers. 


In the late summer and early fall, 


they migrate to the far South, where 
they are known as reed or rice birds. 
They are regarded in the States 
where they can now be shot as offer- 
ing good sport.

The late Jacob Riis will be chiefly 


remembered for his campaign against 
the slums. The results of the move- 
ment in which he was a leader has 
been told by the obituaries, and is an 
impressive record. At the same time, 
Mr. Riis noted in a recent magazine 
article, that there are still 60,000 
wlndowless rooms in New York City, 
a 'continuing threat of tuberculosis. 
The battle against the slum is only 
hegun, 


• There is one phase of it that has 


•scarcely been touched. 
No matter 


how good laws are enacted,r-slum:con- 
•ditions will continue as long as peo- 
ple herd in. congested centers ..con- 
trary to economic laws. Some weird 
=and fatalistic suggestion leads people 
•to assemble in these human ant-hills 
«of the big cities. 
Somehow they 


iprefer that life to health and better 
paying jobs in smaller cities or the 
country. 


On the one hand the tenement 


•Workshop, with sweated workers at a 
•dollar a day. On the other, ths de- 
pleted farm districts, with the farm- 
ers unable to get the help to harvest 
itheir crops. What a contrast is this 
- mal-adjustment of modern civiliza- 
tion! Is there not some organization, 
JPhilanthropic or business, that can 
undertake the task of breaking up the 
congestion of the cities, and of con- 
necting the worker with the country 
and small city job? 


To most people the word "slum" 


conveys a picture of ramshacle tene- 
ments and swarming herds of dirty 
.people. But equally dangerous con- 
rditions can be found in half of our 
small cities and country towns, with 
the difference that there is no Jacob 
Riis in sight to work for the chil- 
idren. 


The little group of village houses 


without proper dainage, with a con- 
taminated water supply, with all 
. sexes and ages in one or two dirty 
rooms—these are conditions often 
iouiid in semi-rural life. 
They are 


Quite as ominous as those which Riis 
exposed in the metropolis. 


SKA DISASTER 


Ship Empress of Ireland Goes Down 


With 934 Persons. 


Sinking in ninety fleet of water 


within 15 minutes after being ram- 
med amidships in the upper reaches 
of the St. Lawrence River early last 
Friday morning, the Canadian Pacific 
liner Empress of Ireland carried 
down with her more than 900 of her 
passengers and crew. Of the 1,367 
persons on board, 433 were saved, 
making the death list 934. 
Looming up through the river 
mists, as the Empress of Ireland was 
lying to, waiting for the fog to lift 
or day to break, the Danish collier 
Storstad crashed bow-on into the side 
of the big Canadian liner, striking 
her about midway of her length and 
ripping her side open clear to the 
stern. 
The crash occurred not far 


from the shore off Father Point, 150 
miles from Quebec.

$90,000 of the $200,000 appropriat- 
ed for the payment of mothers' pen- 
sions reverted today to the State's 
general revenues. Half of the appro- 
priation was set aside for the year 
ending yesterday, and less than $9,- 
000 was spent. 
Under the law the 


unexpended balance for the year can- 
not be carried over into the new year 
for mothers' pension purposes, but 
reverts to the general fund of the 
Commonwealth. 


A much smaller balance, if any, 


will be left in the fund a year from 
today. Payments in May were $2,106, 
or at the rate of $25,272 a year. 
Seven counties have accepted the act, 
and more are expected to do so. 
However, the mothers' pension plan 
seems to be regarded as experimental, 
and many counties are waiting to see 
how it works out where it has been 
adopted. 


Allegheny County has 44 pension- 


ers, who received $392.50 last month. 
The State has paid them $1,377.50 
in all. Beaver, with 32 pensioners, 
is now drawing $164.50 a month and 
has drawn $815.50 in all. Luzerne's 
126 pensioners were given $276 in 
May, and the county's requisitions to- 
tal $1,066.50. Philadelphia, the first 
county to accept the act, has 77 pen- 
sion-drawing mothers. 
The State 


gave them $993 in May, and has giv- 
en them a total of $3,785.50. Schuyl- 
kill has 19 pensioners who received 
$45 last month and have received 
$545 to date. Westmoreland, with 
21 pensioners, got $135 in May and 
has drawn $385 in all. Potter Coun- 
ty is just organizing and has drawn 
only $100 for preliminary expenses. 


The figures here given represent 


onlyx the State's share of the pay- 
ments. 
Counties accepting the act 


must distribute to their pensioners a 
monthly amount equal to the sum re- 
ceived from the State, so that the 
pensioned mothers have received just 
double the amounts stated here.

The Growth, of Population. 


According to the estimates of the 


iensus bureau, by July 1 the United 
States will have a population of 109,- 
021,992 people. 
This is a gain of 


over 7,000,000 persons in four years. 
Such rapid gains look alarming to 
some people. 
They begin to think 


that population will become too con- 
jested. 


Estimates of the possible popula- 


tion that could be supported in the 
United States have varied very wide- 
ly. Prof. A. P. Brigham, a leading 
scientist who discussed that subject 
in the Pppular Science Monthly a few 
years ago, had it figured out that this 
country could support only 305,000,- 
000 people. 
At present rates that 


number would be reached in less 
than 100 years. 


The editors or mat magazine, how- 


ever, are much more liberal. 
They 


say that three-fourths of our land 
can be made productive, capable of 
producing 50 bushels of corn per 
acre. A bushel of corn has the food 
value to support a man about a 
month. That would make it possible 
for an acre to support four men a 
year. 


They think therefore that 3,000,- 


000,000 people could be fed in this 
country, on the present basis of pro- 
duction. 
By scientific methods the 


crops could be doubled. The devel- 
opment of the tropical regions, which 
are far more fertile, and exchange of 
the manufactures of the temperate 
zone for the food of the tropics, 
would, they say, permit 10,000,000,- 
000 people to" live in our territory. 


In Europe every little crevice on 


the sunny mountain slopes is utilized 
for little patches of~culture only a few 
feet wide. In thiscountry there is gross 
waste everywhere. The loss of rain- 
water, the throwing of sewage con- 
taining valuable chemical elements 
into the sea, and soil and 'forest ex- 
haustion, are a few of our more wan- 
ton extravagances.

mediaeval bards who felt no scruple 
about mingling Biblical stories with 
the myths of ancient time, that the 
kernel of truth is very hard to find. 


Among the primitive races, as with 
children, animal stories were much 
enjoyed and formed one of the first 
stages in literature. 
Undoubtedly 
the oldest of these tales is the epic of 
Raynard the Fox. 
This, was one of 
the most important mediaeval con- 
tributions to the literature of the 
world, and the principal source from 
which subsequent writers draw their 
themes for fables. 
The most romantic of the mediae- 
val traditions are the tales of Arthur 
and the round table, which Tennyson 
has made familiar to the modern 
reader. Undoubtedly the most mys- 
tical and spiritual of them all are the 
stories of Perceval, and the search 
for the sacred emblem which are 
known collectively as "The Legend of 
the Holy Grail." 
The influence of this legend was 


profound and showed itself especially 
in spiritualizing the Arthurian narra- 
tives which had previously been of a 
worldly and even sensual character. 
A modern critic calls it a "purifying 
stream" and says that for several 
generations it cleansed and beautified 
the literature of many tongues; but 
that throughout the sixteenth, seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries it lay 
frozen. 
Suddenly, in our own time, 


it has been irradiated and warmed to 
life again and the modern writers, who 
are reviving it in their poems, seem 
impelled by the same moral earnest- 
ness as the early writers, and by the 
same desire to show the way to seek- 
ers after the spiritual life. 
Thus all down througu the ages 
the myths have been repeated in 
poetry and prose with endless varia- 
tions. 
As one writer has said, they 


form a sort of litecary quarry from 
which almost every poet, consciously 
or unconsciously, takes some stories 
wherewith to build his own edifice. 
This knowledge will prove a useful 
companion to those more advanced in 
reading; an. interpreter of paintings 
aad sculpture to those who visit muse- 
ums and art galleries; and last of all 
a pleasure to those in advanced life, 
in retracing a path of literature, 
which leads them back o days of 
childhood, and revives at every step 
the association of the morning of life.
